Remarks on the Weather during the Quarter ended ZOth June, 
1869. By James Glaisher, Esq., F.R.S., &c, Secretary of the 
Meteorological Society. 

The mean temperature of April was 50 o, 3, being 4°-3 higher than the average 
of ninety-eight years, higher than the corresponding temperatures in 1866, 1867, 
and 1868, when 47°'9, 49 o, 0, and 48° 4 1 respectively were recorded, but lower than 
in 1865, by 2°-0. 

The mean temperature of May was 50°-5, being 2°'l lower than the average of 
ninety-eight years, and lower than the corresponding values in 1868 by 6 0- 8, but 
higher than in 1866, when 50°'l was recorded. 

The mean temperature of June was 55°-3, being 2 0, 9 lower than the average of 
ninety-eight years, and lower than any corresponding value since 1824, with the 
sole exceptions of 1830 and 1860.
